Be it, cniictod hy tlui ^Miiyor and Council of the Corporation of the 
City of A'ititoriii as IoIIowh: 

1. The City shall bo divided into three Wards, namely, the John- 
son Street Ward, the Yates Street "Wtird, and the Jaraca B.ay Ward. 

(p.) iTohnt-on Street Ward fihall incliulo all that tnict of Iniul ]y- 
iiijjf between the Northern Boundary Line of the Coi ]ioriiti(jii iiiul 
11 line niiiiiiiig' iiloii;^' the coiitro of Johiisoa Street from tlie I'^eriy 
easterly, and a strai^dit continuation of such line to the Eastern 
bouiidiiiy lino of the Corporation, district section No. 74, and 
thence in a straight line to the City r boimdaiy stoQej .pn^the Cad- 
boro Bay Road at Mitchell's Nursery. 

(b) The Yates Street Ward shall include all that tract of land lyin^,' 
Ix'tween the southern boundary lino of tlio Johnson Street ^Va^tl 
and a line coininenciiif,' at tho western extremity of Fort stretit, and 
riinniii;;' ilienee castwardly along tho centre of Fort street and the 
Cadboro Bay road to tlioCit^' boiindar}' stone nt Mitchell's Nursery. 

(c) Tho James Bay AVurd shall include all tiiat tract of laud lying 
between the soutliern boundary lino of the Yates Street Waicl on 
the one side, ami tho southern boundary lino of tlia (Jorporiitioii ou 
the other side.

The Qnesnel Ferry Case. 

Quite recently we drew attention to 
to the judgment rendered 1»y 
Chief Justice Begbio in a oase appenled 
■ from the County Court, in which Mr. 
Boss, the holder of a so-called charter 
for the ferry at Qnesnelmoutli. was the 
plailitiiT; and wn look occasion to aiiiiniaj- 
vort upon thn extniurdiiiavy character of 
tho cliartor, whii'li, while profo-^siu^' tn 
Rivo au absolute nionii[iiily of iiavif.'ahh^ 
and constantly navigated waters for a 
distance of twelve niilos, in reality con- 
fortod no excliisivo ri^ht;) whatever, — 
was, in fact, as .stated in (Jonrt, of no 
more vftlno than a piece of waslo i)aper. 
But wo did not sialii upon that occasion 
tbat.whoii appealed to I'ospcctiiif^ costs, the 
Chief Justice remarked that tho Chief 
Commissioner of Lands and Works 
ov f/hl to pni/ (ill /lie r.rpniiann nnd cn.-i/n.' The 
full import andsigniiioanca of tliis roiunik 
will 1)0 better nnderstood when it is staled 
that tho Chief (.'oiiuaissioiu'r was no 
party to the oiiit — the liohler of the chiir- 
tor lioing plaintiil', and parties whom lie 
conceived to have disturbed his oliaiter 
rights being defendants. Tho holder of 
this e.xtroaordinory charter, actin<,' in 
good f litli, incurred largo exponditur?K 
in ])0: for:iiing liis part of the contract, ai d 
in protecliiig what he ooDceived to be his 
rights under tho cliarter, and he naturally 
looks to tho Govoriiineiit, now that tho 
Ho-cniled charter granted by tho so-called 
Chief Commissioner has boon pronounced 
aworthless and unique monstrosity by the 
highest judicial anthority in the land 
Sliouldtlio idaintiil' biiiigannctiMn;ii';:iinst 
the Government, there can be little iliiiVr- 
enco of opinion as to tho rosnlt; but upon 
whom shall the consoquoncca fall? Is 
it possiblo that tho iie-oplo aro to bo 
mulctod in heavy damages and law ex- 
penses on account of Klicli inconceivable, 
bnnglora? In cases of this kiiul, it would 
fiQoni no more than ri|,'ht thai, the biin;;- 
ler sliouhl.ai tho Chief ,Jn:;tice intimated, 
"pay tho pipor.'' In referring to this 
case, a few days ago, the local orgon set 
np the defence fur its masters that the 
charter in quoslion was no worse than 
the goneralruu of such documents horc-'
